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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by de Muro 
et al. (US '533). 

De Muro et al. (figs. 4A, 4B, and 5) discloses a dielectric filter comprising: a 
dielectric block 100 having a plurality of resonator holes 106-1 1 1; an input/output 
electrode 403/407 capacitively coupled to one of the resonators at input or output stage, 
and extends to a mounting surface; the input /output electrode includes a conductor 
pattern formed on a first end face 401 ' or 405'. It is inherent that the transmission 
line/conductor pattern 401' or 405' has an inductance component which self-resonates 
at a predetermined frequency since the length of the transmission line is a quarter 
wavelength (col. 5, lines 5-10, also see fig. 7, transmission lines 707, 711 and col. 6, 
line 54 - col. 7, line 9). 

Regarding claims 2, 4 and 8, de Muro et al. also shows the input/output electrode 
has a portion 1 13, 1 15 connected to the conductor pattern and capacitively coupled to 
one of the resonator at input or output stage. Alternatively, capacitive electrodes 113, 
1 15 can be read as an end portion of the conductive line that is capacitively coupled to 
one of input or output stage resonators. 
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Regarding claims 3 and 7, de Muro et al. (figs. 4A or 4B) discloses the 
conductive line 401, 401 \ 405, 405' having a sharp turns (i.e., bent portion). 

Regarding claims 5 and 6, de Muro et al. (figs. 4A or 4B) also shows a trap 
resonator 105 capacitively coupled to the input/output electrode 403 (see also fig. 5, 
element CA). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Schwent, Yim, Jun et al. and Rogozine et al. disclose a dielectric filter having a 
conductive pattern to eliminate unwanted frequency response.
